AIDING ARAB 
REFUGEES 
Resettlement Projects 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


The increase in the number of Arab 
refugees in 1955 to about 906,000 was 
due to the natural increase—between 
20.000 and 25,000 a year-—-modified by 
the removal from the ration rolls of 
refugees resettied and by deaths. 

This was staicd by Lorp Jonn Hopr, 
Joint Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, in a written Parliamentary reply 
to Mr. R. W. Sorensen (Lab., Leyton) 
on Monday. 

He added that the estimated calorific 
value per dav of the basic food rations 
distributed to the refugees was about 
1.500 in summer and 1,600 in winter. 

Major progress in resetiiement awai's 
the outcome of technical and political 
discussions on two major irrigation 
projects, one for the Jordan Valley and 
the other for the Western Sinai desert 
in Egypt. said Lord John Over a 
peniod of years the two projects together 
might provid livehhood for as many 
as relugees. 

Mr. Anthony Nuttine. Minister of State 
for Forcign Affairs. stated in reply to Mr. 
R. W. Sorensen (Lab., Leyton) in the 
Commons last week that the United 
Nations Relief and Works Agency con- 
tinued to spend abou $23,000,000 annu- 
ally on relef and assistance to Arab 
refugees encamped in Jordan.

MIDDLE EAST CRISIS 
Labour Party’s Attitude

The British Labour Movement’s 
policy to meet the crisis in the Middle 
East was discussed by Sir Leslie 
Plummer, M.P.. Mr. Kenneth Robin- 
son, M.P.. and Mr. Cecil Genese at a 
meeting arranged jointly by Poale 
Zion and the North Hendon Labour 
Party, at the Parish Hall, Station Road, 
Edgware, on Thursday of last week. 
Mr. Cyril F. Scarr presided. 

The two M.P.s, who have both 
recently visited Israel, expressed admira- 
tion of the young State's achievements, 
Mr. Robinson describing Isracl as “ the 
most exciting and inspiring country in the 
world today.” The British Labour 
Movement, he said, was in the forefront 
of the friends of Isracl. 

Arms deliveries to Isracl, Mr. Robin- 
son continued, while essential for easing 


the present situation, was not a long-term: 


solution to the problem of the Middle 
Fast. There must be round-table discus- 
sions on the subject, and the participants 
should include the Soviet Union. 

Sir Leslie Plummer said that it was 
Britain's job to see that a war did not 
take place that would lead to the destruc- 
tion of Israel. The only check to Col. 
Nasser was a well armed Israch Army. 

Mr. Genese said that it was the policy 
of the British Labour Movement to 
demand arms for Istacl for her lawful 
defensive needs, and to press for a treaty 
with Britain. He pointed out the futility 
of the Tripartite Agreement in the event 
of a major outbreak. 


CONSERVATIVE VIEW OF 
MIDDLE EAST 


Arab-Israeli relations were discussed 
in a paper considered by a private 
session of the annual conference of 
the Conservative. Commonwealth 
Council in London last Saturday. 

One of the short-term courses open 
to the Commonwealth in relation to the 
problem was to attempt to link the 
Baghdad Pact with Nato, said the paper. 

The oil of the Persian Gulf area, the 
paper stated, was vitally important to 
the West and so were the Israeli ports. 
it was also important to remember the 
impact events in Israel had on world 
Jewry. 

Dealing with Isracl, the paper said the 
Israclis won the war against the Arabs 
but failed to win the peace. Although 
logistically the Arab States were strong 
the effective military potential of Israel 
exceeded that of her neighbours and she 
had a unified command acting on interior 
lines. 

The Arab League .was. weak, the 
Hashemite States tending to side with 
the West and the southern States, led by 
Egypt, with the East. Israel was stilt 
superior from a military point of view 
and might decide to strike before the 
Arabs became too strong. Short-term 
courses open to the Commonwealth apart 
from attempting to link the Baghdad 
Pact and Nato, were to strengthen the 
existing U.N. Armistice Commissions and 
reaffirm the Tripartite Declaration: and 
to initiate discussions between the Tri- 
partite Powers and “the Arab States, 
Israc|, and possibly Turkey. 

On a long-term view, the paper stated, 
the Commonwealth could pursue paralk! 
policies with the two groups of the Arab 
world in the hope that one or the other 
would eventually corhe to terms with 
Israel

Sending Sons To Israel

“If I were a Jew and had sons,” 
stated Mr. Alfred Robens, M.P., the 
Labour Party spokesman on foreign 
affairs, “1 would, in addition to my 
monetary contribution to Israel, like 
them to give at least two years of 
their life to the building up of the 
Jewish State.” 


Mr. Robens was addressing the Anglo- 
Israch Club, London, last week on his 
impressions, as a Christian, of a recent 
visit to Israel. He spoke in glowing 
terms of the magnificent spirit and 
devoted work of the people of Isracl 
and of the skilful planning by the 
Israeh leaders. 


The effectiveness with which | the 
Israchs explore and exploit the existing 
resources made it obvious, said Mr. 
Robens. that the Arab fears of Israel's 
territorial expansion because of the pres- 
sure of Israel's increasing population 
were “ entirely groundless.” If there ever 
came a day of a settlement of the Arab- 
Israch dispute, he added, it would be 
the Jews of Israel who would be able to 
make the greatest contribution to the 
development of the Arab countries and 
to the resettlement of the Arab refugees.

AIDING ARAB 
REFUGEES 
Resettlement Projects 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


The increase in the number of Arab 
refugees in 1955 to about 906,000 was 
due to the natural increase—between 
20,000 and 25,000 a year—modified by 
the removal from the ration rolls of 
refugees resettled and by deaths. 

This was stated by Lorp Jonn Horr, 
Joint Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, in a written Parliamentary reply 
to Mr. R. W. Sorensen (Lab., Leyton) 
on Monday. 

He added thai the estimated calorific 
value per day of the basic food rations 
distributed to the refugees was about 
1.500 in surmmmer and 1,600 in winter 

Major progress in resettlement awai's 
the outcome of technical and political 
discussions on two Major irrigation 
projects, one for the Jordan Valicy and 
the other for the Western Sinai desert 
in Egypt.” said Lord John. ‘+Over a 
period af years the two projects together 
might provide a hvelhhood for as many 
as JOD.000 retugecs.

MIDDLE EAST CRISIS 


Labour Party’s Attitude 
By a Jewish Chrenicle Reporter 


The British Labour Movement's 
policy to meet the crisis in the Middle 
East was discussed by Sir Leshe 
Plummer, M.P.. Mr. Kenneth Robin- 
son, M.P.. and Mr. Cecil Genese ata 
meeting arranged jointly by Poale 
Zion and the North Hendon Labour 
Party, at the Parish Hall, Station Road, 
Edgware, on Thursday of last week. 


Mr. Cyril F. Scarr presided. 


The two M.P.s, who have both 
recently visited Israel, expressed admira- 
tion of the young State's achievements, 
Mr. Robinson describing Isracl as “ the 
most exciting and inspiring country in the 
world today.” The British Labour 
Movement, he said, was in the forefront 
of the friends of Israel. 

Arms deliveries to Isracl, Mr. Robdin- 
son continued, while essential for casing 
the present situation, was not a long-term 
solution to the problem of the Middle 
Fast. There must be round-table discus- 
sions on the subject, and the participants 
should include the Soviet Union. 

Sir Leslie Plummer said that it was 
Britain s ioh to see that a war did not 
take place that would lead to the destruc- 
tion of Israel. The only check to Col, 
Nasser was a well armed Israel Army. 

Mr. Genese said that it was the policy 
of the British Labour Movement to 
demand arms for Israel for her lawful 
defensive needs, and to press for a treaty 
with Britain. He pointed out the futility 
of the Tripartite Agreement in the event 
of a maior outbreak. 


CONSERVATIVE VIEW OF 
MIDDLE EAST 


Arab-Israeli relations were discussed 
in a paper considered by a private 
session of the annual conference of 
the Conservative. Commonwealth 
Council in London last Saturday. 

One of the short-term courses open 
to the Commonwealth im relation to the 
problem was to attempt to lnk the 
Baghdad Pact with Nato, said the paper. 

The oi! of the Persian Gulf area, the 
paper stated, was vitally important to 
the West and so were the Israeli ports. 
It was also important to remember: the 
impact events in Israel had on. world 
Jewry. 

Dealing with Isracl, the paper said the 
Israclis won the war against the Arabs 
but failed to win the peace. Although 
lowistically the Arab States were strong 
the effective military potential of Israel 
exceeded that of her neighbours and she 
had a unified command acting on interior 
lines. 

The Arab Leaeue was weak, the 
Hashemite States tending to side with 
the West and the southern States, led by 
Egypt, with the East. Israel was still 
superior from ‘a military point of view 
and might decide to strike before the 
Arabs became too strong. Short-term 
courses open to the Commonwealth apart 
from attempting to link the Baghdad 
Pact and Nato, were to strengthen the 


existing U.N. Armistice Commissions and 


reaffirm the Tripartite Declaration: and 
to initiate discussions between the Tri- 
partite Powers and “the Arab States, 
Isracl, and possibly Turkey. 

On a long-term view, the paper stated, 
the Commonwealth could pursue’ paralk!

Sending Sons To Israel

“If I were a Jew and had sons,” 
stated Mr. Alfred Robens, M.P., the 
Labour Party spokesman on foreign 
affairs, “1 would, in addition to my 
monetary contribution to Israel, like 
them to give at least two years of 
their life to the building up of the 
Jewish State.” 


Mr. Robens was addressing the Anglo- 
isracli Club, London, last week on his 
impressions, as a Christian, of a recent 
visit to Israel. He spoke in glowing 
terms of the magnificent spirit and 
devoted work of the people of Isracl 
and of the skilful planning by the 
Israeli leaders. 

The effectiveness with which the 
Israe!:s explore and exploit the existing 
resources made it obvious, said Mr. 
Robens, that the Arab fears of Israel's 
territorial expansion because of the pres- 
sure of Israel's increasing population 
were “ entirely groundless.” If there ever 
came a day of a settlement of the Arab- 
Israch dispute, he added, it would be 
the Jews of Israel who would be able to 
make the greatest contribution to the 
development of the Arab countries and 
to the resettlement of the Arab refugees.

JUNG AND JOB 


Answer to Job. By C. G. Junc 
Routledge & Kegan Paul. 12s. 6d

There is little doubt that Professor 
Jung's “ Answer to Job” would have 
surprised and bewildered Job no less 
than it does the ordinary reader. 
Purporting to make his “ contribution 
to the religious quandary of contem- 
porary man: how can a good God 
countenance the appalling — evi! 
apparent in the world at large ?” Pro- 
fessor Jung evidently enjoyed his 
semi-psychological, semi-theological 


rough-and-tumble with traditional 
religion, Jung is hardly the first to 
be troubled by the problem of 
theodicy, and it remains therefore 
doubtful whether. his cavalier treat- 
ment Of previous discussions of the 
subject. as well aS his own ‘h ghily 
emotional tone, is really justified 


Ihe writing is marred by. the 
Strained jocularity and 


familiarity with God 


athe! 
hborsterous 
iffected by the 


author, and is often completely 
Vitiated by a hopeless confusion in 
the use of philosophic terms tha! 
ordinarily have a clear and distin 
meaning 

As always, Jung is suggestive in spite 
of his faults. An unorthodox book” 
Certainly. As Jung puts it: “If one 


has positive religious convictions, ie. 
if one believes, then doubt is felt as 
very disagreeable and one fedrs it. For 
this reason, one prefers not to analyse 
the object of belicf. If one has no 
religious beliefs, then one does not 
like to admit the feeling of deficit, but 
prates loudly about one's liberal 
and pats onese!f on the 
back for the noble frankness of one’s 
agnosticism.” 

But mere tact and appreciation of 
ones limitations does not interfere 
with boldness of thought, and the 
book would have gained if the author 
had known the advice of our 
teachers * Sages. be careful with 
your words.” 


PROBLEM OF ETHICS 


Moral Judgement. By D. Datcues 
RAPHAEI Allen & Unwin. 16s.

Dr. Raphael, who formerly held 
Chair of Philosophy in New Zealand. 
and is nOw Semor Lecturer in Moral 
Philosophy at. Glasgow University, 
will enhance his already considerable 
reputation by this new work in ethics. 
It is a book for the serious student as 
well as the layman. It is deep, bul not 
obscure. It is a real contribution to 
the literature in this difficult. branch 
of philosopincal analysis 

The central problem of ethics 1s two- 
fold. (i) What is the criterion by which 
an action is to be judged right or 
good ? Is it the amount of happiness 
or pleasurable consequences the action 
produces ? Or ts it that a good action 
conforms to the inner voice of duty 
and that the sense of moral obligation 
is something unique and ultimate in 
mans make-up ? (u) What is the 
origin or explanation of the moral 
judgement ” Can it be reduced to 
terms of evolution, or psychology, or 
anything empirical? Or is it some- 
thing intuitive, bound up with mans 
spiritual nature? Dr. Raphael deals 
in detail with both these aspects ol 
the moral problem. avoiding any dog- 
matic or partisan attitude, but examin- 
ing, probing, analysing in a masterly 
way the tenets of the various schools 


and philosophers. 
Obligation and Love 


The real basis of moral obligation, 
he finds, is in the thought of an “ inter- 
personal tie,” in the capacity of 
man to represent to himself in 
nation, by an act of sympathy, the ends 
and interests of other persons. This 

view. Dr. Raphael says, has some 
affinity with the well-known doctrime 
of Martin Buber, in his work called 
“I and Thou.” It implies, too, that 
moral obligation and love are closely 
related, and that the maxim of Old 


Testament ethics, “Love thy 
neighbour as thyself,” has a more 
profound philosophical basis than 


might at first be supposed. 


PSYCHOANALYTIC THEORY 


Clinical Papers aad ys on 
Psychoanalysis, By MS 
Edited by Hitpa The 


Hogarth Press and the Institute of 
Psychoanalysis. 24s.

The author of these essays was one 
of the close band of fellow-workers 
in the formative years of the psycho- 
analytic theory He was noted for his 
scientihe detachment and a certain 
rigidity, which gave him a stability 
among colleagues who were perhaps 
less detached and therefore. for 
Freud. less reliable. But, as these 
essays prove, he was a man of very 
wide culture, Jewish and non-Jewish 
Most of these contributions are highly 
technical and their import can only 
be assessed by the professional reader 
Nevertheless. in virtue of the intimate 
human problems they attempt to 
solve, even the layman will be 
enriched in the reading of at least 
selections from the volume. 


Day of Atonement 


To the Jewish reader, the essay on 
the Day of Atonement is the most 
imieresting and perhaps the mow# 
provocative 

DOr. Abrahams makes much of the 
rather ambiguous and baffling 
moment of this mspiring day. namely 
the Kol Nidre itself. That all 
promises, vows, renunctations should 
be annulled seems in contradiction to 


the deepest of Jewish injunctions 
with regard to vows, The asceticism 
which vows i is a part of 


Judaism in its Talmudic as well as in 
its earher Biblical form. The Kol 
Nidre formula is both an expression 
of rebellion and contrition, an illus- 
tration of the process or attitude of 
ambivalence made clear in psycho- 
analyses. Another aspect discussed in 
this essay ts the ceremony, before the 
Fast. of the passing over of sins on to 
the head of the sacrificial cockerel 
to be followed by the day of com- 
plete abstinence. Again, the Book of 
jonah, read in the Mincha service, ts 
discussed as representing a flight 
from the command of God followed 
by the prophets being devoured by 
the whale as punishment. All this ts 
made the subject of interesting anthro- 
pological speculation, but its validity 
will rest upon our attttude towards 
Freud's views 

Ihe essay on Amenhotep is another 
exploration of the ongins of mono- 
m Aton worship. It ts doub- 
ful. however, whether Dr. Abrahams 
had sufficient data co ancient Egypt 
to do more than expose some interecst- 
ing and suggestive analogies.

FEDERATION OF SYNAGOGUES LOANS 
Recommendation by Hon. Officers Referred Back 


By a Jewisn Reporter 


An amendment to refer back 4a 
reconwnendation by the Hon. Officers. 
the effect of which would have been 
to force any affiliated synagogue that 
obtained a loan of over £3,000 to 
become a Constituent of the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues, was carried at a 
meeting of the General Council of the 
Federation, held in the hall of the 
Commercial Road Great Synagogue. 
E.1, on Monday. Mr. M. Lederman. 
the President, was in the chair. 


In his Presidéatial statement to the 
Council. Mr. Lederman said that ‘the 
Federation, “conscious of its responsi- 


bilities as one of the larger synagoga! 
hodies in the country,” would take its 
full share in the efforts that were now 
taking place under the Chief Rabbi's 
leadership to increase communal funds 
for education. The Federation was, in 
addition, negotiating with the Board of 
Management of the Sha’are Shomayim 
Synagogue (in Clapton) for the opening 
of a Jewish day school, and had also 
approved a scheme to extend the. Hill’! 
House Schools, which were run jointly by 
the Federation. Synagogue in Willesden 
and the British Ziontst Federation, 

The President also announced the 
formal appointment of Rabbi J. H 
Cymerman as Rabbi of the Burial 
Sécicty: and an extensive programme of 
building of new synagogues to replace 
those. destroyed in the war, such as th 
Bethnal Green, and Mile End@ and Bow 
Synagogues, and to provide for congrcga- 


rns whose present houses _ of worship 
were madccqualc 
Mr. Lederman stated that Federation 


communities in Finchley Central and in 
Wimbleden were also in the process ofl 
establishing synagogues, and that the 
ecently. combined congregation of Croy- 
don and Add scombe was looking for a 
sue to erect a new synagogue. 


Shechita Board Controversy 


When Mr. L Ragol-Levy inquired 
whether the President mtended to make 
statement on the Board of Shechtia 
controversy. the President said that that 
matter was, first of all, sub judice, and 
secondly, it was not a question for the 
Federation but for the Board itself 

Mr. H. G. Cohen protested that it had 
‘developed imo a Federation maticr 
and was bringing the Federation “ into 
disrepute.” 

The President appealed to those who 
had shouted Hear, hear “ not to fall 
for “ nonsense,” ossip,” or “evil 
talk.” but to remain to the 
Federation and await a full and detailed 
report, in June, about the Shechita Board 
from their Vice-President, Mr. 
Chanan. and their Joint Treasurer, Mr. 
A. Mana (both of whom are among the 
Federation representatives on the Board) 

There was an uproar, and the President 
agreed to a request that the whole maticr 
be brought before the Council not later 
than four weeks after the report of the 
Chief Rabbi's Commutice had been made 
available. 

Mr. Cohen said that he was leaving the 

meeting in protest. He described the 
attitude of the Federation representatives 


it the Board as “ ridiculous.”” [Federa- 
tion represemtatives had moved a motion 
“no confidence” in the President, 
Mr H. Gaventa | 


Ihe President stated that he was sur- 
ised by the statement, which, he said, 
was unjust to their represenialives I! 
there was no trust in them, he added, 
ihey nought as well resign 

Ihere wag another heated discussion 
when the following recommendation of 
the Finance Sub-Committee was preseniced 
hy the -President: “ Any loan by the 
Federauion to a synagogue shall be made 
only on condition that the synagoguc 
becomes a Constituent Synagogue of the 
exception may be made 
cases where the sum advanced does not 
exceed £3,000." 

M;. Lederman said that there were 
synagogues which had borrowed moncy 
from the Federation, but had exher been 
unwilling or unable to repay the loans. 
“In such a case we can neither sell a 
synagogue nor force tt to repay ; but 
if a synagogue became a Constituent of 
the Federation, the President said, the 
Federation could keep a check on its 
financial position and force it to adopt 
measures to raise money for repayment 
No such control was possible in the case 


of an aflilated synagogue, he stated. 
Financial Position 
That view was supported by Mr. | 


Grahame, who said that the financial 
posilion of the Federation was far from 
sound, and that it was the duty of the 
Council to provide a measure of control 
and safeguard in regard.to funds which 
belonged to all synagogues of the Federa- 

Mr. J. L. Cymerman, 
surct also spoke

Mr. Ragol-Levy moved the 
back of the recommendation. 
sconded by Mr. N. Pugachow 

Mr. R: iol Levy said that the title deeds 
of a Constuuent Synagogue remained 
with the Federation. even after the loan 
had been repaid, and he urged that each 
application for a Jean should be cons dered 
on us merits without laying down a hard- 
ind-ftast rule 

Mr. L. Sinclair, President of the Green- 
ford Congregation—one of those which 
would be directly affected by the recom- 
mendation—said that if the recommenda- 
“ion were passed they would conside: 
withdrawing from the Federation. 

Replying io the debate. the President 
appealed to Council members for the 
same unwy which Rad made the United 
Synagogue such a strong force 

Put to a vote, the motion to refer back 
the recommendation—for further con- 
sideralion—was carried, 

The accounts for the past two years 
1954 and 1955-——were presented by Mr. 
A. Mann, a Jom reasurer of the 
Federation, and Mr. H. Steinhart, a Joint 
Treasurer of tts Burial Society The 
figures showed that in 1955 the assets of 
the Federation exceeded ifs liabilities by 
58.649. but tmncluded among the assets 
was over £61,000 m eutstanding loans to 
synagogues for building purposes. The 
amount of cash at the disposal of the 
Federation was £2,915, while the bank 
overdraft was £15,343. The income and 
expenditure accoums of both the Federa- 
tion and the Burial Society showed a 
deficit of £3,630 and £1,849, respectively.

I have heard much praise of the kosher 
food and general service provided by two 
of Britains leading shipping organisa- 
tions, the Cunard Line and the Union-

BARCELONA JEWRY’S 
SYNAGOGUE 


Services for Sephardim 
and Ashkenazim

A house of worship in Barcelona 
which comprises both an Ashkenazi 
and a Sephardi Synagogue was 
described to me in an interview by 
Mr. l. A. Codron, a London business- 
man who recently returned from a 
trip to Spain. 

Ihe synagogue, he was informed by 
Mr. David Ventura, the President of the 
Barcelona community, is the first to be 
built in Spain since the Inquisition, 
nearly SOO years ago. 

There are about 
Barcelona—2,000 Sephardim and 1,000 
Ashkenazim—but they work together fo: 
the cause of Judaism as one community, 


3.000 Jews in 


said Mr. Codron. The new building. 
which cost about £30,000, consists of 
two entirely separate synagogues, the 


Sephardi, in the lower part of the build- 
ing. and the Ashkenazi above it. each 
having a ladies’ gallery. There is a total 
accommodation for about 700 worship- 
pers, and each congregation has its own 
chazan. There is also accommodation 
for religion classes and for social 


activities. 

Mr. Codron added that he was 
interested to note, at the end of the 
Pesach services, when both congregations 
were leaving the synagogue, the different 
form of greetings interchanged, The 
Sephardim said “ moadim §lesimcha ”’ 
and the Ashkenazim “ good yomtov.” 


ISRAELI PROBLEM 
CHILDREN 


Visitor. to Study Training 
Methods

Miss Shulamith Klibanov, former 
commander of the women’s section of 
Hagana, has arrived in London to 
study methods of training for problem 
children. 

As head of the Menial Health Depart. 
ment of Youth Aliyah, Miss Klibanov. 
who went to Palestine 54 years ago with 
the “ third aliya,” has 500 children under 
her supervision. About 90 per cent of 
these problem cases are from North 
Africa. But these children, she told me, 
are not really backward: the main trouble 
is that they come backward 
countries and have to adjust themselves 
to life in Israel. 

But the problém, she emphasised, is no 
more acute in Israel than in other 
countries. Most children from North 
Africa settle down after about two months 
in Israel. After kearning Hebrew, some 
are able to attend the same schools as 
other children 


Vocational Training 


About 50 per cent of the 13,000 Youth 
Alivah wards, especially the Orthodox 


children, live in kibbutzim, the others tn 
institutions. Vocational training is pro- 
vided. Many of the really backward 
children are placed in foster-homes in 


rural areas and, said Miss Klibanov., there 
has been much progress with this type 
ol ca*e. 


Miss Klibanov’s programme in this 
country has been arranged In co-operation 
with the Brittsh Council. She will later 
visit Holland, Sweden, and Switzerland 


Before joining Youth Alivah in 1947 she 
worked in the Jewish refugee camps in 
the Berlin area, organising educational 
activities. For 20 years she was ‘a teache: 
and headmistress in a Haifa school. 

One of the first women members of 
Hagana—-she was active m the organisa: 
tron for 20 years——she played an impor. 
tant role in recruiting women members. 
She has also taken an active part wu 
political aflairs, being a member of the 
General Council of Achdut Avoda and 
until two months ago, an Achdut Avoda 
member of the Histadrut Vaad Hapoel! 
She is also a member of the Council oft 
Pioneer Women, which in Israci-—unhke 
here—embraces all women’s groups. While 
active m the Histadrut, Miss Klibanov 
was responsible for organising recrea- 
tional clubs in schools as well as work- 
ing women’s clubs for children

AUSTRALIAN JEWRY’S 
PROBLEMS

The main problem facing Australian 

Jewry is the adjustment of its central 
institutions to deal effectively with the 
post-war influx of Jewish immigrants. 
which has resulted in a 50 per cent 
increase in the country’s Jewish 
population in the past seven years, Mr. 
Walter Lippmann, Hon. Secretary of 
the Executive Council of Australian 
Jewry, told me in an interview. 
_ The infusion of this new Jewish blood 
into the Australian Jewish community, 
I was informed, has helped to arrest 
intermarriage which had previously been 
increasing because of the wide dispersal 
of the early Jewish settlers in the country. 
On the other hand, new problems had 
been created, such as the need for the 
expansion of the community's welfare and 
cultural services to cater for the needs of 
the new arrivals. There was an acute 
shortage of teachers which was being 
partly overcome through correspondence 
courses. 

Mr. Lippmann went on to stress the 
growing influence of the State of Israel 
on Zionist sentiment in the community. 
Vigorous steps, he said, had been taken 
to’ counter the dissemnation of anti- 
semitic literature, largely from abroad.

Eshkol. the Israeli Finance Minister, 
raised? the spirits of the delegates.

The most crowded session was that on 
Sunday evening when Dr. Nahum Gold- 


mann. the Joint Chairman of the Agency, 


gave a brilliant analysis of the position of 
world Jewry and made an earnest request 
that the World Zionist Organisation 
should change itself to meet changing 
conditions and needs 

President Ben-Zvi followed his every 
word: Mr. Ben-Gurion sat listenin 
intently—though he might disagree wit 
the proposed remedy, but Dr. Goldmann’'s 
diagnosis corroborated his own views. 
Mr. Sharett and other Cabinet’ Ministers 
were also present as Dr. Goldmann asked 
the Zionist Movement to take up the 
question of the future of Jewish com- 


‘munities imperiled by the accelerated 


process of assimilation deriving from 
thew physical security. 

He described as senseless the organisa- 
tion of the Zionist Movement exclusively 
on parties which had their centre of 
gravity in Israel and imsisted that room 
must be made for those Jews who were 
ready to accept the Zionist programme 
but who were not ready to affiliate with 
any party. This was not a question of

abolishing parties; but organisation in 
each country should be on a territorial 
basis or federation. This should consist 
of parties, as well as individuals or 
groups which sought Zionist identification 
without party affiliation. The Shekel 
would not then be necessary for elec- 
lioneering purposes. (A fuller report of 
Dr. Goldmann’s-speech appears on page 
17.) 

Several speakers, as well as delegates 
of the Confederation of General Zionists 
as a whole, rejected the proposal to 
abolish parties. Territorial unions found 
favour only among a few delegates, 
although Maitre André Blumei (France) 
said that such an organisation existed in 
his country and in its initial steps had 
been successful. 

British Zionists were not enthusiastic. 
They said they had “ territorial union” 
except for the Mizrachi group and were 
content with that arrangement. 

Mr. S. S. Silverman, M.P. (Mapam), 
making his first speech at a Zionist 
Congress, rejected entirely the elimination 
of the party system. But he thought it 
was a difficult matier which needed more 
consideration. 

Referring to the position of Russian 
Jewry, Mr. Silverman asserted that 
they were the only ethnic group within 
the USS.R. which did not display 
national loyalty. This was not coin- 
cidental and they had the right to call 


on the Soviet Government to adhere to 
its own principle and allow the develop- 
ment of. Jew sh consciousness among * 
Russian Jewish community. He was, he 
said, hopeful. 

Speaking for Wizo, Mrs. Rebecca Sieff 
drew attention to the disabilities from

In all the mauiries Which had 
heen pursued enthusiastically for the best 
part of a century, Dr. Roth went. on. one 
deiall had amazingly been overlooked 
and m it obviously lay the kev to the 
problem that had baffled them all for so 


long. Re-examining the Order Book ol 
the Couricil of State for June 75. 16% 
Mins Danhne CGnflard. of the Public 


Record Office. had called: his attention 
to a remarkable tact. which no previous 
inquircr had noticed or thought fit to 
place on record—-the pages containing the 
minutes for that day's proceedings were 
missing ' 

li was certain from the endorsements 
that the’ petition was cons dere@ on that 
day and tt was manifest from other sources 
that the decision reached was favourable.

Another explanation for the missing 
pages offered by Dr. Roth was that after 
the death of Cromwell in 1658 they were 
hacked out by Thomas Violet. a notorious 
opponent of the Jews who insisted on the 
illegality of Jewish worship in England, 
in the hope of destroying the evidence 
which contradicted his malicious plea. 
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ZIONIST PROBLEMS 


WHILE Mr. has been 
treading delicately in the Middle East on 
behalf of the United Nations, with full results 
yet to be seen, the 24th Zionist Congress has 
been meeting in Jcrusalem in a somewhat less 
tense local atmosphere than might have been 
experienced if the U.N. SPCRETARY-GENERAL § 
mission had not been undertaken, For that 
the delegates, as well as other people, will 
have felt thankful, although they had a sharp 
reminder of the uneasy position when, in 


Spite ol the new cease-fire agreement, two 
Israchis were killed and others injured in 
further Egyptian attacks at the Gaza border 
last week-end. And the delegates themselves 
took time off for one day, not for a holiday, 
but to go to the Negev, with Mr. BEN-GURION 
leading them, to help to dig trenches for the 
threatened border settiements. Such a gesture 
had the double merit of being of practical 
advantage to those most in danger and of 
demonstrating realistically to those in a posi- 
tion to mould Jewish opinion and influence 
abroad the starkness of the Israeli situation. 


Against such a background must one in 
due eourse attempt to assess what the 24th 
Zionist Congress might accomplish. Its formal 
business, at the time of writing, is not quite 
completed, but there 1s a chance to guess, 
from the speeches and discussions already 
reported, what sort of impact it 1s likely to 
make on the Jewish world. One effect of the 
establishment of the State of Israel has been 
to lessen the imternational influence of the 
Zionist Organisation, which has no longe: 
the same polrtical part ut had to play when 
it was the central body presenting pleas to the 
nations on behall ol’a Jewish National Home 
only in the making and apparently a dream 
whose realisation was unlikely within genera- 
tions. to that eatent, the Zionist Organisa- 
tion, and consequently the Zionist Congress, 
has lost mm importance, and it has had to turn 
im upon self. Its international work, in tts 
external aspects, is no longer needed, and 
indeed has been superseded by the rise of an 
Israch diplomatic service lookingafter Israel's 
needs vis-d-vis the nations. Apart from the 
approaches on Zionist matters that organised 

and individual—Ziontsts can make, as Citl- 
zens of their respective countries, to their own 
Governments, the Zionmst Organisation has 
in effect lost its /ocus standi, and it has per- 
force had to become a body which largely, 
acts as a liaison between the Jews of the 
Diaspora and those of Israel. [his truism 
which even today, mim the ninth year of the 
State of Israel, has not yet forced iself mito 
the minds of a great number of those who, 
as officials or honorary ofhcers of Zionist 
hodies, stull believe there has been no change 
In Status-——Must govern the discussions and 
ideas Of the Movement 


here is no doubt, however, that this posi- 
tion is seen with the utmost clarity by Dr. 
GotpMANN, Joint Chairman of the 
Jewish Agency (the Executive arm of the 
Ziomst Organisation), as 1s evidenced by his 
excellent exposition at the Congress on the 
duties of the Organisation towards the Jews 
chutz laaretz. 't ts quite clear that, as he 
says, the Zionist Movement must concentrate 
increasingly on the questions of the Diaspora, 
especially, we would add, on questions of 
the relationship between the Jews inside 
Israel and those-—-the far larger number— 
outside One may not agree with every- 
thing that Dr. GOLDMANN said. Nevertheless. 
the considerations he raises will be found to 
contain the fundamentals on which Zionist 
thinking, or, rather, re-thinking, -must be 
based. His renewed plea, which is one we 
have often made in these columns, for the 
inviting in to a share of responsibility of 
those who are called “ non-Zionists,” but 
who are moral and financial supporters of 
the humanitarian and cultural cause of Israel, 
must be heeded. The Zionist Movement is, 
understandably, carned along on a philan- 
thropic and emotional plane that is echoed 
loudly in the impassioned speeches made in 
the Zionist Congress, but the needs of the 
limes demand the addition of a cooler 
appraisal of aflairs that may very well be 


supplied by the sympathetic “ non-Zionists ” 
who would respond to an open approach. 
The inclusion of such “ non-Zionists ” in 
Zionist affairs would probably also do much 
to offset the waste of effort and sometimes 
positive harm to the Movement involved in 
the perpetuation of the political “ party ~ 
system still maintained in the Diaspora. 


It is worth thinking, in fact, on whether 
it 18 not a mistake nowadays to hold the 
Zionist Congress inevitably in Israel. There 
is a tendency in any case among delegates 
from other countries to feel a helplessness 
and voicelessness at the Congress, especially 
in the face of the overwhelming dispropor- 
tion of Israeli to other delegates. Should 
not the very basis of the Congress be 
re-thought ? After all. it is not the duty or 
the right of the Jews in Israel, although they 
are our brethren, to overweight the Congress 
or to determine the attitude of the Jews out- 
side. It is for the latter to make up their 
own minds what they can do and how they 
can do it. They obviously begin with their 
sympathies engaged for Israel, and they are 
never heard to jib at the financial tasks 
imposed on them. Even at this Congress, 
Mr. Levi EsHxKot presented the plans for the 
raising of a thousand million dollars for a 
four-year plan for immigration and develop- 
ment—and of this great sum, it is expected 
that Diaspora Jewry will contribute almost 
half. For this material help, which will cer- 
tainly not come only from declared Zionists, 
they deserve a status in the Movement. 


But there is one other side in addition to 
the material that we must not lose sight of, 
and again it was something to which Dr. 
GOLDMANN drew attention: the spirityal 
bonds that should exist between the Diaspora 
and and for whose “shocking 
inadequacy ~ both sides may be blamed. This 
is a problem which in time will override all 
other problems, particularly in the day, which 
we all hope for, when Israel's own economy 
is established on a firm footing. It is not 
100 soon to ponder on this as on other prob- 
lems, and the recognition that such problems 
eXist May go a long way towards getting them 
solved 


FIRST CITIZENS 

It is a happy coincidence that this Ter- 
centenary year coincides with the centenary 
of the year in which a Jew first became Lord 
Mayor of London. Sir David SALOMONS’ 
occupancy of that. exalted office in 1856 
there have since been five other Jewish Lord 
Mayors of London —was an important land- 
mark in Anglo-Jewry’s struggle for full 
citizenship rights. And now in 1956 it js 
particularly gratifying to see recorded in 
our columns the civic honours and dignities 
which are being bestowed by thejr fellow- 
citizens upon several of our coreligionists 
Recently Mrs. NorMAN BENTWICH entered 
upon office as Chairman of the London 
County Council, and she has our warmest 
good wishes for a very happy and successful 
year. The present LorpD Mayor or LONDON, 
who is now tn the United States paying 
an official good-will visit to the Mayor 
oF New York and has also seen Presi- 
dent EistNHOWER at Washington, is accom- 
panied by Mr. Alderman and Sheriff B. 
WaLeY-COHEN. ‘Both in the Metropolis and 
in the provinces the civic authorities have 
everywhere been actively participating in the 
Tercentenary celebrations. Their- whole- 
hearted recognition of the significance of this 
commemoration is exemplified in the reports 
which have been appearing in our columns 
of a number of functions which have been 
graced by the attendance of the civic digni- 
taries. At Neweastle, for example, tribute 
was paid to the services given to the city 
by the Jewish members of the City Council. 
This recognition finds reflection jn the 
honours everywhere accorded to Jews, Thus, 
the list of present Jewish mayors includes: 
in London, Cllr NATHAN MAROCK 
(Lambeth) ; in the Provinces, Ald. W. Harris 
(Grimsby) and Mrs. E. Seacer (Smeth- 
wick); and overseas, the Hon. JosHua A. 
HasSSAN, M.V.O. (Gibraltar), Cllr. G. 
KRAMER (Nakuru, Kenya), Mr. NATHAN 
PHILLIPS (loronto), and Ald. IsRABL SOMEN, 
M.B.E. (Nairobi). And already the names 
have been printed in this paper of at least 
three Jewish Mayors-elect who will this 
month enter upon their year of office: Cllr. 
LEWIS COHEN (Brighton), Ald. Dr. Israe 
Harris (Bootle), and Clir. Isipore 
(Torquay). All this bears eloquent testimony 
to the working of British democracy as well 
as to the contribution of Jews to the civic 
life of the country. 


ZIONISM STILL OUTLAWED 


Tue liberalising process in Eastern Europe, 
of which some small signs have of late 
been discernible. is havin@ a welcome effect 
also on the position of Jews tn at least some 
of the Communist countries. In Rumania 
about a dozen leading Ztonists have been 
released and their sentences quashed. The 
amnesty in Poland just declared by the Seym 
(Parliament) is also bound to result in the 
release of a number of Jews, Communists 
as well as others, who had been arrested on 
unspecified charges some years ago and kept 
in gaol without trial. A similar process 
is taking place in Czechoslovakia, where, in 
addition to the «several Jews who were 
sentenced to various terms of imprisonment 
in the Slansky trial but were released last 
month, another group, mncluding a number 
of Zionists in Slovakia, has also now been 
Set. free. Yet, although liberty has been 
restored to individual Jews, including 
Zionists, the attitude to Zionism continues 
to be one of hostility. Even after admitting, 
as the official Czechoslovak press did a few 
days ago, that Jews in that country have 
“ suffered for their Jewishness,” the authori- 
ties still obdurately refuse to permit any 
Zionist work. Equally is this so in Poland 
and Rumania. In both these countrtes the 
authorities are taking a more lenient attitude 
in respect of people desiring to emigrate to 
Israel, but on no account will they allow 
a revival of open Ziontst activity in any 
shape or form. _ It may be that this ts not 
due to policy so much as to the opposition 
to Zionism expressed and fostered unremit- 
tingly by Jewish Communists, who have in 
the past several years gained a dominant 
position in all aspects of Jewish life in 
Communist countries. During the past few 
weeks their authority has been weakened, 
if only because many of them had for years 
been among the leading glorifiers of STALIN, 
who is now so openly denounced by the 
entire Communist world. But although 
weakened in authority, the Jewish element 
among the Communists still appears to have 
sufficient influence to prevent a re-emergence 
of Zionism and freer emigration to Israel. 


“SHACHAM” SCHEME 


SOME five years ago, there was created the 
very successful “Shnat Sherut” scheme, 
with the object of relheving Israel's perma- 
nent need for young people, especially from 
the Western countries. This has afforded 
young people who had: not finally decided 
about settling in Israel a chance to go there 
lor one year, during which they could see the 
country, learn Hebrew, and attend lectures, 
while living and working in one of the 
well-established kibbutzim. In association 
with this movement there has now been 
organised the Shnat Sherut Israel Emergency 
Scheme, known as “Shacham.” This new 
and rapidly developing scheme the 
specific purpose-—because of the present 
security position Israel—of recruiting 
young people for agricultural work in_ the 
border settlements. In the present struggle 
for peace and security, the border settlements 
are receiving the top priory in Israel's 
development plans. The 320 settlements 
which are established all along the Israeli 
borders have the combined duty of work and 
guard. The arrival of volunteer helpers 
from all over the world will bring them 
great assistance and encouragement. Under 
this scheme, Jewish young people, aged 
between 18 and 27, are being asked to 
volunteer for a period of 12 months 
especially im the border settlements. The 
living conditions of the volunteers will be 
the same as those of the settlers, and they 
will assist in building up the settlements and 
thus relieving to some extent from their 
ordinary duties those who have the task also 
of guarding them. Upon their arrival in 
Israel, each group of volunteers will spend 
the first month in either one of the well- 
established kibbutzim or an organised centre 
in Jerusalem, where they will get their basic 
knowledge of the country and of its develop- 
ment. Should they later wish to settle in 
Israel permanently they will receive every 
possible assistance from the department 
which looks after the interests of Anglo- 
Jewish immigrants. The first groups of 
volunteers have already arrived in Israel 
from South Africa and other countries, and 
the first group from Britain will be leaving 
at the end of this month. All who are

THE TERCENTENARY SERVICE 


Anglo-Jewry’s Culture 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu 


Sin.—It is a pity that so many dis- 
cordant notes have been struck in 
connection with Anglo-Jewish Tercen- 
tenary celebrations. That there should 
be some who would judge our com- 


munity’s achievements by different 
standards was only inevitable and 
should accordingly have been 
expected. For this reason, to have 


displayed such resentment as you, Sir, 
have done in your last issue against 
“the Liverpool critics,” was a great 
falling-off from your usual high 
standard of mentor and commentator 
on the local scene. Why be intolerant 
if those who are entitled to air their 
views to a society which invited them 
so to do” 


Qniy those wearing intellectual blinkers 


will deny the great contributions § to 
Jewish tearning made by the Soncino 
English translations of the Talmud, the 
Midrash, the Zohar, and the Bible. as 


well as the masterly anotated editions of 
the Pentateuch and Siddur, by the late 
Rabbi, besides the growing lists of 
worthwhile Jewish books by other Jewish 
publishers in our midst, such as the bast 
and West Library, and Shapiro, Vallen- 
tine. But this should not blind us to the 
sad tact that Anglo-Jewry can only sup 
port one flourishing Jewish weekly and 1 
not-so-flourishing quarterly. Our pride in 
the Tercenicnary 1s marred by the know- 
ledge that Jewish writers find the publ- 
cation of a Jewish book as difficull as 
* the crossing of the Red Sea. 
no tunds exist to subsidise such 
as found in America and Israc! 
cultural. level of Anglo-Jewry would 
oh a much higher level if 
cncouragement were given to 
scholarship 

Let me not be misinterpreted. Judecd 
from a purely pmlanthropic. social, and 
administrative point of view our commu. 
nity 1s model in many respecis: from the 
cultural angle. however. there is much 
leeway to make up. Who can deny tha! 
the leadership of our community has 
heen wrested from the hacham 
and has been placed into the hands ol 
not-so-learned baalei-batim, or to be con- 
temporary, into the hands of the modern 
haalei (uxury) flatim Ol course we 
have produced’ no great leaders of Jewish 
thought in the last three centurics com 
parable with the Titans of the spirit in 
Central Europe and cisewhere, though we 
have never lacked s/iadianim, like 
Rothschilds and the Monichores, and 
philamthropisis hike the Mocaitas and thx 
Bernhard Barons—bul a community. like

THE CONTINUITY OF 
JEWISH HISTORY 


Address to World Hebrew 
Union 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“ We have to study anew the history 
of the Jews in the Second Tempic 
period, in the Middle Ages, and in 
the period of the Churban,” said Dr. 
H. Ben Sasson, a lecturer at the 
Hebrew University, when he addressed 
a meeting of the World Hebrew 
Union, held at the home of Dr. and 
Mrs. Z. Roodyn, Clapton 
Common, E.5. on Sunday. He was 
speaking on “ The Present Historical 
Consciousness in Israel.” 


There had been many attempts, the 
speaker said, to deny or to ignore the 
continuity of Jewish history. Yet 
there could be no artificial escape from 
the past and from historical coniimutty 
In Isracl, attempts were now being made 
to look objectively at the problems of 
the past. 

Referring to the Middle Ages, Dr. Ben 
Sasson said that was essential to redeem 
the Jewish historical approach from 1s 
apologetic attitude, and to sce both the 
Jews and the Christians as they really 
were. The Catholic Church fought a 
gigantic battle for the souls of the Jews, 
and had been willing to accept them and 
offer them high postions in Christian 
society if they but changed their religion. 
That was a crushing answer to those who 
argued that persecutions were necessary 
to keep the Jew true to his fanh. 

In modern times, the mass extermina- 
tion of European Jewry had posed many 
problems to the historian. For the first 
time the murderers had used Freudian 
concepts in their endeavours to break the

THE GOOD LIFE 
Jewish and Christian Views

The series of lectures on “ Jewish 
and. Christian Conceptions of the 
Good Life.” organised by the London 
Society of Christians and Jews at 
Kings Weigh House Church Hall, 
London. W.. was concluded recently 
with a discussion on “ The Ideal for 
the Nation and World Society.” Miss 
J. E. Funnell presided 


Presenting the Jewish outlook, Pro- 
fessor N. Bentwich, O.B.b., said the 
belief in the unity of God which also 
involved the belicf in the unity of man- 
kind was fundamental to Judaism, and 
that the prophetic vision of a humanity 
living in harmony and working (together 
for the realisation of peace and justice 
had become part also of the Christian 

While, however, Judaism postulated the 
belief in one mankind and one universal 
law (the Torah), he went on, i was al 
the same ume a way of life of the Jewish 
community and the religion of a nation 
“ chosen, not to rule over, but to carry 
ihe wea of one God and one humanity 
into, the nations of the world.” 

ln a historical review of the develop- 
ment of the Jewish ideal both in regard 
io Jewish national life and to the relations 
of Jewry with other nations, Professor 
Bentwich said that in Israel today there 
was a widespread and decply held hope 
that having come back to the land and 
the language of the Bible, the Jews would 
also ulumately return to its prophetic 
ideals. 

The Rev. Father Raymond Raynes, 
Superior of the Community of the 
Resurrection, said that the world owed 
to the people of Israc!l a dett for having 
given «u “the idea of a personal God 
entering into a Covenant wtth the people 
of His own choice.” 

The Christian ideal of a good life, 
Father Raynes said, envisaged a life 
“open to any man” regardless of 
national, racial, or other differences.

BLOCH’S “SACRED 
SERVICE ” 


Performance In Liverpool 


The Liverpool Philharmonic Society, 
at the last of the season's serics of Tues- 
day Concerts, presented for the first time 
in the city Bloch’s Sacred Service 
(“ Avodath Hakodesh™), under the 
conductorsiup of Efrem Kurtz, with the 
Cantor's part taken by Marko Roth- 
miller. Not always does this significant 
work of the Jewish composer enjoy the 
obvious advantages which derive from 
the conductor and the vocalist of the 
Cantors part not only being themselves 
Jewish but at the same time possessed of 
a deep and abiding interest in the 
Jewishness of the composition itself. 
With recollections of the Society's con- 
certs which extend over 60) years, one 
can safely assert that this was most likely 
to have been the first time that the 
Hebrew language was heard in the course 
of the rendering of music at a Philhar- 
mone Society's Concert, both the con- 
ductor and the vocalist concurring in 
the view that certain phrases (such as the 
“ Shemang would elicit greater impres- 
siveness by being sung in Hebrew 
although most of the text was sung to 
English words. Mr. Kurtz secured some 
fine playing by the orchestra, and the 
choir sang with great fervour, but 
undoubiedly the outstanding feature of 
the rendering was the singing of Marko 
Rothmuller which was characterised by 
beauty of co-ordination, meticulous 
intonation, and an abundantly evident 
sympathy with the words and music 
which came from the heart and went to 
the heart. Mr. Kurtz did wonders with 
the difficult choral and orchestral work, 
yet Bloch seems to have got nearer the 


spirit of Jewish worship, as we know it 


in the majority of European synagogues, 
when the passages approximated to 
Chazanut, and this gave Marko Roth- 
miller his opportunity, which he took 
to the greatest advantage. On the other 
hand, with the short but very cloguecnt 
choral peroration, Mr. Kurtz and the 
chorus and orchestra came into their 
own, the conductor directing a magnifi- 
cent climax, the music at this stage. 
however. being more Hebraic inthe 
Scriptural sense than Jewish in-the syna- 
gogue sense. There was a considcrable 
Jewish attendance in the large audicnce. 
but the Sefira accounted for several 
absentees. Those attending who in gencra! 
observe the period of counting the Omer 
would plead in mitigation that the Bloch 
music was entitled “ Sacred Service.”

Land Of The Pharaohs in coloured 
CinemaScope at the Warner Theatre.

A CHALLENGE TO 
ANGLO-JEWRY 


B’nai B'rith Presidential Address

“Since our right to exist is no
